Pleazse aceept this letter and attachments as the appearance and answer
in the above matter by International Freight Logisties, Ltd. Upon
receiving the original papers from the SEC in sarly June, 2018 I
conducted a review of our fileg in the matter of our registration on
form 10-8B under the Securities Exchange Act Section 12({g). Inasmuch as
this matter goes back to 2004, ovaer 12 years ago, it has besn difficuli
to recresate all of the Jdocuments and eventa surrounding that
regigtration. However, %o the extent I have been able to determinas
what occurred at that time, I pragent the following summary of the

avaents!

1. In early 2004 we began to consider our available options to
axpand our then busineas operabtions. At that time we engaged the
servicas of dmexistar Group, Ina., of New York City, to asgsaist
ua. One of the options they presented wag to acgmira some of the
smaller freight forwarding companies to consolidate our businass
operations with theirs.

2. Bince at that time we had limited available cash flow to engage
in any significant acquisitions, Ameristaxr proposed that if we
could register our common stock under the Securities Exchange Act
and wers able to interest a broker/dealer in our company, we
could potentially uwse shares of stock to minimize the cash needed
for the proposed acguigitions.

3. At that point we were introduced bo a local bxokerage f£firm,
Castle Securities, Inc., located hera on Leng Island, NY, which
expressed an interast in helping to astablish a market in our
ghares once we completed the registration process.

4. At that point, in June 2004, we filed our initial Foxm 10-SB with
the SEC. Shortly thereafter we received our first comment letter
from the BEC and while in the process of preparing ocur answer to
thosae comments, were adviaed by the SEC raviewer that raegardlass
of any pending comments from the SEC, under the then ourrent
ralee, our yegistration statement would automatically beconme
effective 60 days after our initial filing. Recognizing that we
wore not ready for such an event we filed a request to withdraw
ocur registration statement via facsimile to the reviewer and on
EDGAR {copy attached herate) .

5., Based on that withdrawal we wers advised by our attorney and by
Ameristaxr that we could now proceaed Lo complete our registration
without the need toe comply with the filing requiremenits of the
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Securities Laws. We continued the pxoéocess with the SEC reviewer
raceiving £Lfurther comment letters on at least two other
cccoagions.

8. While the zregistration process continued we continved to work
with Ameristar to search out potential acguisitiona with no
suQCess . By early 2005, we were advised by Amaristar that we
neaded to file a Quarterly Report updating our fLinancial and
business information and we prepared and filed a 10Q8SB report for
the quarter ended March 31, 2005,

7. Shortly after filing this report, we determined that the finding
a suitable acquisition candidate was not likely  and,
congequently, that there was no further reason to continue with
the registxation processa.

8, At no tinme were we ever advised by anyone that tha registration
statenent had been declared effective and we balieve that when we
discontinued our efforts to complate the registration all of our
obligations under the Securities lLaws had endead. This belief was
further rainforced by the fact that wa heard nothing fxom the SEC
for the past 11 years until receipt of your notice of this
Adminigtrative proceading.

9. At no time did any trading market ever develop in our shares and
we have never sold any additional sharas of our stock since the
" transactions reported in our original Form 10-8B filing.

Although the business of International Freight Logistics continuad
after 2005, due to a number of business reversalas over the years, in
2010 we ceased astive operations and have continued our corporate
existence solely to complete various ongoing obligations with respect
to geveral overseas clients. Thesge obligations are coming to an end
this year and at the tine we received notice of this proceading, we
waye in the procass of preparing o wind up the affairs of this company
and file an official dissclution, which wa expect will happen by the
end of 2015.

Our ability to provide any further information to what we have stated
above has been made inpossible not only by the passage of so long a
time period but alse by the fact that both »Mmeristar and Castle
Becurities are no longser in busineas and that our attorney at that time
has long since left the practice of law.

I trust the foragoing provides you the information you and that I have
adequataly explained that the remson we have filed nothing since 2005
is that we believed, and continue to baelieve, that thae registration
statement was never eoffactive and had ne further cobligation beyond what
had been Ffiled in 2005. Should you have any gquestions ox if vyou
require anything further f£rom us please contact me at (516) 593-1010.

International Freight Logistics, Ltd.({ the "Company”) hereby makes
application to withdraw the Registration Statement on Form 10-8B,
including all exhibits thereko { File Number 000-50823), filed
with the Securities and Exchangs Commission (the "Commission) on
June 28, 2004 under the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 (the YAct™),
as amended. This application is made pursuant to Section 12 (g) (1)
of the Act. The Commission has not declaxed the Reglstration

Statement effective.

The Company's reason for withdrawing the Registration Statement
is to prevent the Regisztration Statement from automatlcally
becoming effective by lapse of time within sixty { 80} days of
the date originally filed. We are concerned that with the
impending ¢o effective date, we [(and the staff) will not have
enough time Lo clear all outstanding comments on the Registration
Statement with the Commlssion befoxre the deadline. The Company
intends to file a new registration statement that addregses all
of the Commission's comments as socn as practicable.
